Former McGill Man Rewarded for 
Good Work. 



IN PERIL IN THE AIR. 

With His Pilot Dead Among the 
Steering Gear, Saved Life 
and Machine. 



For extricating himself and his ma- 
chlne from a particularly difficult nit - 
uatlon while flyins over the German 
lines in Prance, Lieut. J. Q. Howell, 

tt past student of the class of Arts 'VI, 

ami luter employed in an Insurance 
office in the city, hits received the 
Military Cross, according to word 
Which has reached a friend at the 
University, The Incident for which 
Lieut, Howell has been decorated' look 
place on May ii last. Accompanied 
by his flight commander, he and oth- 
ers went aloft to record the résulta ut 
British big-gun shooting on the Ger- 
man position. These were signalled 

by them to the British artillery staff. 
In the middle of their work the lirit- 
Isih aviators were peppered by the en- 
emy's anti-aircraft guns, A piece of 
shrapnel struck the pilot of Lieut. 
Howell's machine in the head, kiil- 
Ing him Instantly. With great j>i-«-h- 
enca of mind, the former Mciini man 
Immediately took charge of tin- steer- 
ing, made difficult by th.» fact that 
the dead pilot's feel were firmly fix- 
ed in the rudder. By causing the ma- 
chine to descend i>y circle movements, 
Lieut, Howell overcame the difficulty 
ami alter passim* over the German 
i trenches three times, managed to lantl 

on the breast of a communication 

trench some 1Î.0 yards behind the first 
British line trenches. Though thrown 

ont of his machine, Lieut, Howell re- 
ceived no injuries. 
Lieut, Howell has had a number ot 

other experiences since he entered the 
Royal Plying Corps, When war broke 
out he went to England from Mont- 
real and secured a commission in the 

Royal Field Artillery on November L'3, 
1914, On September 25, 1915, Meut. 
Howell left for the French front, 
wheiV he served on the stuff as bri- 
gade officer to the n.ith Brigade, 
Royal field Artillery, until March 10 
last, being then attached to the Royal 
plying Corps as an observer. 

Lieut. Howell's first flight was 
made two days after he received his 
I transfer. On Good Friday last he had 
quite an amusing trip. His machine 
was one of two which went SCOUTing 
! the air in search of the enemy's alr- 
I craft. The two bail only Just start- 
ed and P"t over the enemy's lines 
Wben at an altitude of 4,000 feet they 
discerned an enemy 'plane fifiO feet be- 
low them. The British pilots, losing 
no time, dropped down on either Hide 
of the enemy aeroplnne, which marie 
off at 106 miles an hour, showing the 
white feather properly, The British 
aviators pursued the Oermstn craft 
four miles within enemy territory, hut 
it managed to get clear. 

On the first Sunday after Boater, 
Lieut. Howell, along with his pilot, 
went aloft as nn escort to other Brit- 
ish machines. Their type of machine 
bad advantages the other machines 
(lid not possess. Lieut. Howell's ma- 
chine was soon attacked by a Pokker 
and over the enemy's line, made for it 
twice. In the battle which ensued, and 
which ended In the German making 
for his home hangar. 20 bullet holes 
were made In Lieut. Howell's machine 
and two of these were in the pro- 
peller. 

Lieut. Howell is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. K. Howell. Penblgwm, Wales, 
and the grandson of the late Colonel 
Howll. of the 8th King's Regiment.

The Rev. Dr. Griffith -Jones, prin- 
cipal of Bradford Theological College, 
Kngland, preached last evening in the 
L'mmunuel Congregational Church be- 
fore a large congregation of students. 
Tin- subject of his address was "What 
Is the Character of God in the Search- 
light of the World War." In a very 
eloquent manner, and with a purity 
of diction which characterlr.es the 
eminent speakers of the Old Country, 
he handled bis subject, in a manner 
which ptUSt have delighted even the 
moat critical of his audience. 

Dr. Griffith-Jones began his ad- 
dress by saying. "Great events are 
great searchlights, they probe our 

hearts; they put our beliefs to the 
test; they try us to find out what 
manner of men we are. This war Is 
preeminently a testing time for all of 
us; we cannot escape its scrutiny. H 
is finding out our weak places, tells 
us if we are loyal subjects or whether 
we prefer others to do our fighting 
for us while we go in for Its profits. 
It unfolds the bidden heroism and 
manners of us all, and perhaps when 
the final word Is told it will be found 
that nothing will be more thoroughly 
tested by Ibis war than the quality of 
our religion, tl.e vitality of our faith. 

Against the hard background of the 

suffering, the cruelty, the horrors of 
this tragedy every great doctrine is 
being measured, every belief concern- 
ed for man and the world is being 
weighed, and only those which stand 
the tension are likely to mirror into 
the new time. 

"I like to make clear," Dr. Griffith* 
.tones said, "that I do not stand here 
for any bard and fast dogmatic posi- 
tion, nor am I here to denounce those 
whose faith is breaking down under 
the strain of the war, its blameworthy. 
No one who has had to fight as I bave 
hud to fight for every Inch of foothold 
In the Christian faith enn take any- 
thing but a sympathetic attitude to 
those still painfully climbing out of 
the slough of doubt and despond. 

"My object Is not to denounce, but 
to help; not to paeon anathemas, but 
to open the doors of invitation and 
hope. The question of to-night Is 
What is the Character of God in the 
Searchlight of the World War.' This 
question in earlier times, when great 
calamities broke out over the earth, 
and mankind was met by famine, pes- 
tilence and war, would be asked In a 
different manner. Men questioned 
themselves and each other then, and 
Raid, 'what sin have we committed 
that Cod should bring thesp evils upon 
us?' hut now-a-days the culprit ami 
Judge have changed places; (Sod Is at 
the bar and man on the Judgment 
seal; and we cry out in injured Inno- 
cence and perplexity, 'Why dost thou 
deal so with us'." Perhaps, the speak- 
er said, We shall find that in the end 
It forces us to ask ourselves the oth- 
er question as well. 

In Commenting directly on the sub- 
ject, Dr. Griffith-Jones said: "War is 
no new phenomenon in the experience 
of men. When the historic curtain 
rises we find that men and nations 
are accustomed to fight each other. 
Kvcn from prehistoric relics and 
weapons we come to realize that war 
is a very nld fact. There is nothing 
more apparent than man's inhumanity 
to man. It is therefore neither the 
fact nor the character of the war. but 
rather its colossal scale and murder- 
ous losses; its vastness nnd Intensity, 
and more than these, the fact that It 

seems t« register so terribly backward 

a step In the evolution of humanity 
and pronress of civilization, which 
makes us ask the queption, 'Does God 
not care for the world"' or is He help- 
less to stop this terrible downfall. It 
was t'nrlyle, I think, who. scandaliz- 
ed at the many evils of society and 
impatient at the silence of God, Cried 
out one day, 'Why does lie not do 
something'."" the speaker continue, 1. 

"This question t&ises the whole 
problem of the relation of God to the 
evil which Is In the world. There are

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OBANOESOUMT AUCTA LABORS. 

To those who have kept in close touch with the University dur 
ing the past two years, the extent to which McGill has participated 
in the present conflict is well known. Practically sinking, every 
issue of the Daily for the present session has contained the name of 
at least one McGill man on the casualty list, while the weekly aver 
age has heen in the neighborhood of ten. 

"When the war broke out men from McGill were among the first 
to offer their services, and a steady stream of recruits from the Uni 
versity has been flowing to the various recruiting depots. The Uni- 
versities Companies claimed many of these, but other Hattalions havt 
also had their share. The men who have gone overseas are uphold 
ing the name of Alma Mater, their worth being ably spoken of by 
the many decorations and honours which have been conferred upon 
them. Going a step farther, McGill men desired to offer a distinc- 
tive combatant body, which would be a purely McGill unit. It was 
this thought that resulted in the raising, equipping and training of 
the No. 6 (McGill) Battery, Siege Artillery, which, according to the 
last advices received here, is still in training in England, but which 
expects to depart at any time for service at the front. The Battery, 
as it is familiarly known here, while training at Halifax before cross 
ing to the other side, was the recipient of the highest possible com 
pliments upon both the conduct of the men composingMt as well as 
the creditable showing made by it as a whole. 

The No. 3 General Hospital, offered by the University, for the 
use of the Empire, was equipped and chose its staff from the Faculty 
of Medicine. The work done by this unit is well known here in 
Canada, but moiv particularly in France, the scene of its activities. 
It has been said by those who know what they arc talking about that 
the No. 3 General is, if not the best, then one of the very best Hospi- 
tals doing service at the front. It has caught up to, and in many 
cases passed the marks set by other hospital units which were es- 
tablished quite a while before the McGill contribution reached 
France. The remarkable progress and the enviable record made by 
the hospital is due to the management and direction of Colonel II. S. 
Birkett, who has been indefatigable in his efforts to do all in his 
power, and in the power of those under him to -alleviate the suffer- 
ings of those who are brought into the wards for treatment. A great 
number of men from the Medical Faculty who will graduate this year 
have declared their intentions of going overseas to help along this 
work of mercy. 

The possibility that another Battery of Siege Artillery may be 
authorized in the near future has been favourably commented upon 
"by the student body. The arrangements, as outlined, would allow 
men who are at present drilling under the present University regu- 
lations to transfer to the Battery provided that they would sign up 
for service overseas afterwards, and in this way they would be work- 
ing towards a definite objective, and at the same time receive the 
same training along purely educational lines as they are getting at 
present. The student will take a more activé interest in his work il 
he knows just where he is going to be at the end of the scholastic 
ye»r, and in a particular manner the man of the Science Faculty 
would be only too glad to have an opportunity of putting into ac- 
tive practice the principles which he has been studying during the 
past year%of his course. 

The khaki columns that come and go across the Campus, which 
formerly knew only Itie spiked boots ol Mm* football players; the 
military commands that ring sharp and clear, where signals for some 
rugby formation were heard before; the crowds that line the sides of 
the one-time gridiron, stand in mute admiration of the defenders of 
the Empire in contint to the time they frantically howled and 
cheered their favourites on to victory, — all these express the mili- 
tary spirit that pervades the University and betoken the determina- 
tion of every one at McGill to help in every possible way to attain tin- 
victory which we know will come. 



EDITORIAL MOTE. 

The announcement of the Literary and Debating Society execu- 
tive that the first general meeting of the year will be held this week 
is gratifying news to those of us who feared that the Society would 
not be reorganized. The "Lit." is a necessity to our college life, 
and one of the few societies able to confer an educational as well as 
a social benefit upon its members.

LEARN 
OF FORMATIONS 

Fourth Excursion of the Year's 
Series Held Saturday. 




DR. ADAMS GIVES LECTURE 



Party Examines Rock Formation 
Of Mount Royal at Various 
Points. 



The fourth of this year's séries of 
geological excursions taken annually 
by the students of third year Geology 
under the direction of Dr. Bancroft, 
was made on Saturday. Some forty 
Btudents of Arts and Science proceed- 
ed from the steps of the Museum at 
nine o'clock, armed with hideous wea- 
pons, and evidently bent upon tearing 
up and pulverizing the natural' re- 
sources of the vicinity. The previous 
excursions had been in charge of Dr. 
Bancroft, who has an unlimited know- 
ledge of the subject which one Is In- 
clined to envy. The excursion of Sat- 
urday was under the management of 
Dr. Adams, who was accompanied by 
Dr. Bancroft. 

Before starting on the trip, a lecture 
was given from the steps of the Mu- 
seum, in which Dr. Adams outlined the 
reasons for the existence of Mt. Royal 
and the geological periods concerned 
In Its formation. There were three 
such geological periods. The first was 
the period of the first transgression of 
the sea. the second was a period of 
Igneous activity, when Mt. Royal 
was a volcano. The third was the per- 
iod of the second transgression of the 
sea. 

Upon leaving the steps of the Mu- 
seum, the party proceeded up McTav- 
Ish St., and were halted facing the 
reservoir. Here, the evidence of the 
two periods of submergence was 
pointed out, and could be seen clear- 
ly from the distinct formutlon of the 
different luyers of limestone. The 
road on l'ine Ave. Is laid over the 
area of the first submergence, and 
the lower layer of limestone on the 
north side of the reservoir is that of 
the later period of submergence. The 
.lmestone descends to the depth of 
between five and six hundred feet. 

The party then moved on to the 
Head of Peel St., and there had an 
opportunity to examine again the lay- 
ers of limestone. Each of these lay- 
ers were ut one time covered by the 
sea, and hence it is Impossible to de- 
termine definitely the period It took 
for their formutlon. They have all a 
slight depression toward the sea., 
which depression could easily be seen 
if a horizontal plane were to be tak- 
en through any one .f them. The> 
descend and can be seen ugaln on St. 
Helen's Island, showing that the slope 
of Mt. Royal is made up of a series 
of well defined beaches which mark 
the different stages of the retreat of 
the sea at the end of the Glacial Per- 
iod. The city of Montreal is built on 
three of these beaches. A dyke of the 
second period of igneous activity 
was pointed out. This dyke consisted 
of orthociase feldspar, and penetrat- 
ed the then existing d.tkes. The rock 
of this dyke had a disagreeable odor, 
and hence has come to be known as 
•stink stone." The second dyke wlth- 
.n the first proves that thera was a 
second eruption after the first had 
occurred. 

The next move was to Inspect the 
.ock ut the foot of the caff near the 
head of Peel St. This Is known as 
the "Table rock." A different char- 
icter of rock was met with here. The 
formation was what Is known as 
L'tlca shale," which brought the par- 
ty up to the geology of Mt. Royal It- 
letf. Mt. Royal consists of a body 
of intrusive plutonlc rock penetrat- 
ing the nearly horizontal llm'stone 
if the Trenton formation. There were 
'.wo main Intrusions, comprised of 
•ssexlte and of nepheline syenite re- 
spectively. These Intrusions were 
followed by a swarm of dykes, some 
of them ranging from a mere film of 
six feet In width, and sheets of simi- 
lar rock which enme through the 
limestone In all directions. In some 
places the Intrusion tilts up the lime- 
stone, while In others the limestone 
assumes a horizontal attitude. This 
intrusion represents the basis of the 
volcano, the crater of which cannot 
be definitely located because It was 
ponhably a few hundred feet above 
the. present altitude of the top of the 
mountain. Other local mountains 
whose formation was due to Igneous 
activity are Beloll, Rougemont, Shef- 
ford, Brome and Johnson. 

The essexltc exposed at the Lookout 
represents the main Intrusion ut Mt. 
Royal. The grain of the essexlte var- 
ies from place to place. It Is com- 
posed primarily of pyroxene and 
horneblende, with plaglocluse and a 
little nepheline. Proceeding across 
the mountain and through the ceme- 
tery, the character of the essexlte 
changes, and assumes idiomnrphlc de- 
velopment, the specimens consisting 
of well-defined crystals. 

On the Outremont side of the 
mountain, limestone is found again. 
The limestone here has been meta- 
morphlzed into marble owing to its 
Inability here to be decomposed into 
carbonic acid and lime. The organic 
limestone has been turned Into crys- 
talline limestone. The other side of 
Mt. Royal Is said to be the best place 
In the world to observe the effects of 
metamorphism. 

The C. N. R. is built through lime- 
stone from the terminal to the Look- 
out, and from there to within a short 
distance of^ the Outremont shaft 
through essexlte, and from thence to 
the west portal through limestone 
again. This brought the party to the 
end of their trip. They found a great 
deal of value In the geological Une. A 
few were exposed to bodily danger on 
some parts of the trip, and considered 
it a little safer to stand aside when 
the ladles of the R. V. C. made vlg- 
orous attempts at getting some inside 
information from a large boulder of 
ossexite. The excursionists were 
weary and tired when they arrived at 
Helltngham and St. Catherine Roads, 
and had boarded the tram. 

The interest of the excursionists In 
the work Is shown by the fact that 
the entire class have shown up punc- 
tually for the start, and they are 
pleased that they still have mmi- more 
to look forward to before the snow 
flies.

Canada. 



THERE are few national Institution» 
of more value and interest to the 
country tlian the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this, 
its object and the work It is accomplish- 
ing- are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. 

The College Is a Government Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions in all branches of 
military science to Cadets and Ufflcers of 
the Canadian Militia. In fact. It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant nnd military instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there is in addition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subjects 
which form such an Important part of 
the College course. Medical attendance 
is also provided. 

Whilst the College Is organized on a 
strictly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and scientific training In 
subjects essential to a Bound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Clfll Engineering, 
Surveying, Fhyslcs, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and In addition, the 
constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of nil kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Fermanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulations of the Uw So- 
ciety of Ontario. It obtains the same ex- 
emptions as a R.A. degree. 

The length of the course is three vears 
In three terms of (>Vt months each. 
| The total cost of the course. Including 
board, uniform, Instructional material, 
I and ail extras Is nbnit 1800. 

The annual competitive examination for 
admission to the college, takes place In 
I May of each year, at the headquarters 0 
Ithe several military districts.

According to official advices. Lieut. 
Henry Hutton Scott, Law '14, hus 
been killed In action. The first In- 
timation of Lieut. Scott's deuth came 
In the official Eye Witness story 
fn.m Canadian Headquarters in 
France, which stated that he hud lost 
his life while tit the head of his men. 
and at a time When they were engag- 
ed upon u German position. The liye 
Witness account reads us follows: 

"Lieut. Scott, son of Canon Scott, 
of Quebec, was advancing ut the 
head of his men and was directing 
their progress In accordance with the 
artillery barrage. As the men threw 
themselves down to await the mo- 
mentary lift of the guns, Lieut. Scott 
was shot and Instantly killed. His 
death was not at first remarked, and 
his men still waited for the signal to 
advance. Not until the barrage had 
passed beyond the German trench did 
the men realize the situation. 

"Then, with u fierce impetuous rush 
which nothing could arrest, they 
dashed for the German trench eager 
to avenge the death of their gullant 
young officer. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the enemy had opened a rapid 
fire at this point. We therefore, suf- 
fered some casualties, hut the result 
was the same. Our men went In with 
the bayonet, and there was short 
shrift for the Oermans." , 

Lieut. Scott was 82 years of age, 
and n native of Quebec. He attended 
' Bishop's College, Lennoxville, before 
! he came to McGlll, and entered upon 
his studies at the Faculty of Law. 
I I'pon graduation he was connected 
with the firm of Meredith, Holden and 
Co., Merchants' Bank Building, and 
left this office to take out a commis- 
sion in the 87th Grenadier Guards. 

Lieut. M. O'Halloran. 

Lieut. Melbourne O'Halloran Is 
among the wounded of the artillery. 
Lieut. O'Halloran Is a graduate of 
MoGlli in Arts of the class of 'IB, 
and went overseas a year ago with n 
draft from the 33rd Battery from 
Kingston, Ont. He Is the son of O. 
F. O'Halloran, Arts '83, Law 'IB, Dep- 
uty Minister of Agriculture st Ottawa, 
and a grandson of Sir Melbourne Talt, 
Law '82. "Tim" O'Halloran was well 
known about tho Cnlversity during his 
course in Arts. ITomlnenl both In 
academic work and In University stu- 
dent activities, he was connected in 
an official capacity with the Kcono- 
rnics Club, the Literary and Debating 
Society, and McGlll Dally, as well us 
being a member of his class football 
and hockey clubs. He served three 
years on McGlll Dally, being sport- 
ing editor in the last two years of 
his course. Lieut. O'Halloran came 
to McGlll from Ashbury College, Ot- 
tawa, and Intended to enter the Fac- 
ulty of Law after completing his 
course in Arts.

After a period of training in 
England. Lieut. Gushing crossed to 
France, and was constantly in action 
until the date upon which he was re- 
ported missing. He has four broth- 
ers in khuki. 

Major Burnett, D.S.O. 

Friends In this city have received 
word from Major Phillip Burnett, Med. 
'00, with No. 6 Field Ambulance at the 
front, that he has received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Order for good 
work at the front. The letter from 
Major Burnett simply stated that he 
hud received a despatch reading: 
'Congratulations. Awarded D. S. O. 
Official.'' Major Burnett was lec- 
turer in dermatology in the Faculty 
\t Medicine and Dermatologist at the 
Boyal Victoria Hospital when he Bet 
ubout the organization of No. 8 Field 
Ambulance here in the spring of 
1815. There are a number of other 
McGill men in this unit which has 
seen some hard fighting recently, its 
commanding officer, Lt.-Col. B. P. 
Campbell, Arts '97. Med. '01, being 
killed In action. Major Burnett is a 
graduate in Arts of the University of 
Toronto, and did post graduate work 
in London after leaving McGill. 

Lieut. Morris, M.C. 
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Dunstau's College. Charlottetown, en- 
listed originally with the Canadian 
Army Medical Corps, nnd In July. 
1915, waB transferred to the Boyal 
Army Medical Corps, with which he 
has since been serving. Lieut. Grant 
was, during his college career, actively 
associated wtlh the Columbian Club, 
and was chairman of the Medical Din- 
ner Committee of 1914. 

Capt. R. Bickerdike. 
Official notification from the Re- 
cords' Office at Ottawa brought word 
to Robert Bickerdike, M.P., Montreal 
manager of the Western Assurance 
Company, that his son, Capt. Boberl 
Bickerdike, Jr., Mu.lv, Hci. '91, serv- 
ing, with the 87th Grenadier Guards at 
the front, hud been wounded. No 
particulars with regard to the loca- 
tion of Lieut. Bickerdike was given, 
nor was any Information afforded as 
to the nature or extent of his wounds, 
Mr. Bickerdike has tabled to England 
for further particulars. 

2nd Lieut. H. V. Bignell. 

Cable advices from England state 
that Second Lieut. Hilary V. Bignetl, 
Bel. *15, who was middle wing In the 
championship McGlll senior football 
team of 1913, has been wounded. Sec- 
ond Lieut. Bignell hus been serving 
with the Royal Engineers since he was 
transferred about a year ago from the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry. Second Lieut. Bignell en- 
listed in the spring of 191& with the 
First Universities Company to rein- 
force the Princess Patrlcln's Cana- 
dian Light Infantry. He went over- 
seas with the Universities Company 
as a private, and when he reached 
England was promoted to a lieuten- 
ancy In the Boyal Kngineers. His 
home Is In Montreal, and he whs well 
known as an athlete at the Montreal 
High School. 

Capt, W. E. G. Murray. 

Word has reached the University 
that Captain W. B. O. Murray, Arts 
•12, Bhodes Scholar from McGlll In 
1913. and founder of McGill Daily, is 
In hospital In France suffering from 
Injuries received In action In the 
Boyal • Flying Corps in France. The 
details of the Injury to Captain Mur- 
ray are meagre. Such informal inn as 
is available Is contained In a letter 
from the young aviator himself, writ- 
ten ten days ago. He simply states 
he has been in a "bad crash," and 
that his back is Injured. 

Captain "Bill" Murray was in Eng- 
land attending to his studies at Ox- 
ford when the war was declared. He 
Immediately enlisted In King Kdward's 
Horse, but after a short period of ser- 1 
vice with this unit was transferred to 
the Boyal Flying Corps as a second 
lieutenant. He has since been con- 
nected with the Boyal Flying Corps, 
and is now recognized as one of the 
most efficient flyers in that branch 
of the service. 

For a year he has held the rank of 
captain, being a flight commander and 
being employed on special detail In 
intelligence work. Last year he was 
brought down In a fight with a Ger- 
man plsne, and had both shoulders 
broken, and his collar hone fractured 
as well. He was struck In mid-air on 
this- occasion, but by dint of skilful 
manipulation of his machine manag- 
ed to land behind the British lines. 

Lieut. R. E. Mscsfee. 

Lieut. Ralph Evan* Macafee, Sci. 
'10. serving with the Canadian Engin- 
eers, Is reported wounded. Lieut. Mac- 
afee enlisted about a year ago with 
the Engineers at their training depot 
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According to information which has 
been received at the University, the 
Military Cross has been awarded to 
Lieut. William 11. Morris. Sci. '16, of 
the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry, for gallant conduct during 
the big action on the Somme on Sep- 
tember Hi Inst, when the "Pnts" added 
to their already illustrious name by 
making one of the finest charges in 
the history of the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force. No Information Is giv- 
en with regard to the particular ex- 
ploit, which gnined for Lieut. Mor- 
ris, who Is particularly well known 
at McGlll because of his recprd In 
athletics, the coveted blue and white 
ribbon. The letter which conveys 
the information simply states that the 
decoration has been awarded to him, 
and uiids that 'Hugo ought to have 
gotten the Victoria Cross." •

three possibilities: First, Ood Is help- 
less in the face of evil. In this case 
Ood is not omnipotent, and If God is 
not omnipotent He is no (lod at nil. 
We must therefore, as believers in (lod, 
put this hypothesis aside. Secondly: 
(lod permits evil to exist, though He 
could smite it Into nonentity at any 
moment. If so, then He Is the par- 
ticipant In the evil which he permits 
to exist, but if there is any truth at 
all In the Bible revelation this hypo- 
thesis implicates either too much or 
too little of God. Too much If we 
mean that evil Is here wtlh His con- 
sent; too llttlo If We mean that evil 
Is here In spite of all He would do 
to prevent It. Thirdly: Evil Is In the 
world as only the necessary condition 
for the development of goodness. In 
other words It is one of the contin- 
gent possibilities which follow on the 
bestowal of moral freedom on man. 

The speaker then said that If there 
were no moral alternatives men could 
not be considered as free, but now 
with this strange but wonderful en- 
dowment and ability man can choose 
freely and is a creature who enn say 
no to his Creator. Because you and 
1 are free we can do evil and we can 
do good; we can be vicious and we can 
be virtuous. The possibility of good 
can only exist with tho possibility ot 
evil, and God, having created a free 
being, would not be self-consistent If 
he would withdraw the gift of free 
choice. As a father, God, through the 
Bible, has set about winning the world 
back to Himself, but compulsion will 
never be brought to bear on man or 
nations. The great underlying facts 
and tendencies which have made this 
world conflagration possible, are to 
he found in the state of the world it- 
self and In human nature. This pres- 
ent age has been characterized by 
the extraordinary and ever Increasing 
control of men over the forces of na- 
ture. Time and space are under man's 
c.ommand. Man has suddenly come In- 
to a vast heritage of power and op- 
portunity by utilizing the forces of 
nature. The great Industrial revolu- 
tion has Increased the wealth of the 
world. In the meantime religion has 
been steadily losing its hold on the 
civilized world. The great spiritual 
world was being forgotten in the ab- 
sorbing Interest of the Becular, and 
faith wis lost in the Intoxicating 
sense of power over the universe. 
These Influences have helped to secu- 
larize the human soul and to make It 
Imagine Itself Independent of divine 
authority and control. "The world was 
the kingdom of man." In this now at- 
mosphere military power began to 
awaken, and to spread like an epi- 
demic throughout the World, Arma- 
ments began to grow and spread and 
become more and more formidable, 
costly and destructablc. 

The speaker then spoke of Germany, 
her former advance In spiritual reiilt- 
tlcs and science, and then her con- 
version to a world physical conquest. 
When the spark came the war broke 
out upon such a world as the lec- 
turer had pictures. Now suppose 
Ood would Interfere hy putting nn end 
to this frightful tragedy, as many of 
us would wish, would this action Im- 
prove the situation, would It cure 
the evil In the world, would It put nn 
end to man's lust for po*er. would 
tho nations care to trust Germany 
and each other for the future? We 
know well thut a compromise has 
never been successful, and If this war 
were Just now stopped by force, even 
though it be the unmistakable omni- 
potence of Ood, It would not for a 
moment guarantee a new mind In Eu- 
rope, and this evil scourge is working 
out Its own remedy. The world Is be- 
ing led back to purity, to life, to Ood. 

Already we have proof that the les- 
son is being driven Into the world's 
very «oui through the trncedy of the 
war. The awakenlnr. even of Ger- 
man'', has begun. The speaker then 
referred to the seriousness which 
characterizes both the British and 
French peoples, and the Influence 
over the rest of the warring peoples. 
The evolution nf the future is towards 
the spiritual, not the materlnl. 

In closing the speaker appealed to 
the young men of the Empire, and 
especially ot Canada, that they should 
in the days to come pill the spiritual 
above the material, and purify both 
civic and political life of the Domin- 
ion, thus making the future of the | 
race secure In the evolution of 
world. 



A copy of a letter from Capt. W. M. 
Carr. of the ISth Infantry Battalion, 
to Major T. J. Murphy, bearing the 
details of the death of Lieut.-Colonel 
R. P. Campbell, Med. '00, whose death 
In action was previously reported In 
the columns of the Daily, has been 
received by Dr. F. J. Shepherd, from 
Col. H. S. Birkeit. Lt.-Col. K. P. 
Campbell went over with No. 6 Can- 
adian Field Ambulance early in the 
spring of 1915, and rendered valuable 
service in this capacity. The Colonel 
was woudned in the right arm, and by 
a penetrating wound of the upper 
right thorax. He fell on the edge of 
a shell hole, but he was carried to the 
dug-out of Capt. Argue, where he died 
about half an hour after he was hit. 

The following is the letter referred 
to: — 

Sept. 17th, 1916. 

Headquarters, 

18th Canadian Infantry Battalion. 
Dear Major Murphy, — 

It is my sad duty to inform you of 
the death of Lt.-Colonel R. P. Camp- 
bell, and knowing that you will wish 
for the details. 1 wll give them. 

About 6 a.m. yesterday morning, 1 
set out for the Sugar Refinery with 
a party of stretcher bearers. Almost 
at once 1 encountered Colonel Camp- 
bell, and he asked where 1 was bound 
for. I told him, and he said thut was 
his destination also, so we travelled 
together. The party arrived in good 
order, but reduced to six in size, as 
we sent the other bearers back with 
wounded men. The Huns must have 
seen us, for shelling Commenced al- 
most at once, and we had rather a hot 
time before Capt. Argues' dug-out 
was located. We spent about 20 min- 
utes there making plans for the re- 
moval of the wounded, and then your 
Colonel said he must return, or they 
would think him lost. We travelled 
together for a short distance, and 
then separated, each taking two 
stretcher bearers. I had not gone 1? 
yards along my trench when one of 
the stretcher bearers rushed hack, 
nying that the Colonel wns hit. 
doubled back to where he was, and 
found him lying on the edge of a 
shell hole. He called me by name, and 
i told me that he was hard hit, and told 
me to look after the others, who were 
not so badly off. 

On examination he wus found to be 
suffering from a compound fracture 
' oî the right arm. and a penetrating 
j wound of the upper right thorax, with 
la very weak pulse, and considerable 
' shock. The two bearers carried him 
to the Aid Post, under such condl- 
' Hons that I am recommending them. 
1 The Colonel wus taken into this dug- 
| out .and attended to by Capt. Argue 
and myself, but his condition, was 
hopeless. Be died one-half hour af- 
ter being hit, quietly and peacefully. 

The horrors of this war are empha- 
sized when a gentleman of such ahll- 
Ity and possessing such a fine dispo- 
sition Is lost. Ills personal effects 
were turned over to Capt. Kennedy.
